worke that, otherwhile, which the moſt admired Compoſitions 
conld never eff et# in many Readers 3 Js wee have hadl frequent 
; proofes, that a blunt Icſt hath moved te more confideration, than 
4 judicious Dilcourle. 

1 take little pleaſures in Rymes, Fiftions, or concerted Com- 
poſitions, for therr owne ſakes ; neither could 1 ever take 
much paines, as to ſpend time 10 put my meanings into ather words 
| than ſuch «s flowed forth, without Studie ; partly becauſe I de- 
light more in Matter , than in Wordy Flouriſhes, But , 
chiefely, becanſe thoſe Verball Conceites, which by ſdme, are

| Jeares. paſt: "The Verles were ſo meane, that, they were afier-

| Emblems, (whether hee were the Verſifier or the Graver, was 
; neither ſo well. adviſed in the Choice of them, nor ſo exadt in 
obſerving the true Proprietics belonging to every Figure, as hee 
might have beene. 
7et, the Workman-ſhip being judged wery good, for the moſt 
part ; and thereft excuſable ; Nome of my. Friends were fo much 
del;ghted in the Graversart, and, in thoſe Tiluſtrations, which 
for mine owne pleaſure, 1 had made upon ſome few of them, that, 
they requeſted mee to Moralize the reſt. Which I condiſcended 
#240: And, they, had beene brought to view many yeares agoe, bu 
that the Copper Prints (which are now gotten) could not be pro” 
cured out of Holland, wpon any reaſonable Conditions.
